Mr Seward's Latest Speculations in 
Real Estate. 



A report oomea by telegraph that 
tho Unitod States Governrnont haw 
purchased tho Danish West India Is- 
lands, known as tho Virgin Inlands. 
If tho bargain is roally struck thoy 
will got three islands of some little 
Biza— St. Thomas, Santa Cruz and St, 
John, and several others of no im- 
portance Tho group was (Ihcovored 
by Columbus on his sooond voyago, in 
1494. Between Florida and theso 
islands lie tho four piecos of manifest 
destiny— Cuba, tho Bahamas, San 
Domingo and Porto Rico. Santa 
Cruz is tho most important, having 
an area of 73 squaro milos and a popu- 
lation, in 1850, of 23,729. St. Thomas 
comes next, with 27 nquaro miles and 
13,666 inhabitants. St. John has 22 
square miles, and a population of 
2228. Santa Cruz ia about twenty 
miles long, from two to six miles wide, 
generally flat, well watorod, moder- 
ately fertile, nnhealtbful, and subject 
to droughts, hurricanes and earths- 
quakes. About two-fiftbs of the land 
is planted with cane, and tho annual 
sugar crop varies from 12,000 to 
40,000 hogsheads. Tho cultivation of 
cotton, indigo and coffee has dwindled 
to almost nothing. Tho harbor of tho 
capital town, Chriatianstadt, has a 
bad entrance, and is full of shoals. 
St. Thomas is about twolvo miles long, 
less than throo miles wide, ruggod, 
bare of woods, parchod and sterile 
Tho area of cultivated land is only 
2500 acres, half of whioh is given to 
sugar. The froo port of Charlotto 
Amalia is the centre of a largo trade. 
Tho annual importation is ostimited 
at $5,000,000, und tho number of ships 
touching at tho port in 1850 was 
2l96. St. John is about twolvo milos 
long, four miles wide, vory unovoo, 
with little water aud a poor soil. 
Small crops of sugar and cotton aro 
raised, and some caro is givon to tho 
raising of live stock. There is good 
anchorage at Christiansborg, Tho re- 
ported purchase by tho Unitod States 
of tho Buy of Samaria, in tho colorod 
Eopublic of St. Domingo, for tbo sum 
of £1,000,000, now alleged to havo 
boon finally arranged, ia in harmony 
with stops takon by somo active Now 
York advonturors 15 years ago. At 
that date it was proposed to place 
4000 or 5000 Amorican settlors in tho 
country, the population of which is os- 
timatod at only about 200,000, and 
tho obvious intont was to acquire this 
bay with its valuable coal mines, 
which, owing to tho dovelopmint to 
be given to steam navigation in tho 
Pacific by the then nowly discovered 
treasures of California waB rogardod 
as one of tho most valuable proportios 
that could bo opened up. At that 
period, in order perhaps to stimulato 
tho national fooling on tho question, it 
was represented tbat France had de- 
signs upon tho liapublio, and about the 
game timo also a fLtilo attempt was 
made to rai-^o in London a Dominican 
loan of £750,000. Subsequently tho 
temporary re-occupation of Sao Do- 
mingo by Spain, nnd the exigencies of 
tho civil war in America, soom to havo 
divorted attention from tho subjeot. 
Its resumption at tho present moment 
may in its commeicial bearings bo re- 
garded with satisfaction. Tho Bty ot 
Samana is among the finost harbors in 
tho world, and tho supply of coal for 
steam purposes has boon alleged to bo 
virtually inoxhuustiblo, and to bo so 
situated that veaeols may ovon load 
alongsidoot tho mines. It tho general 
account of its capabilities bo correot 
tbo station will, of course, provo of 
incalculable importance to tho Unitod 
States in a naval senso, tut evon if 
tho assumption wore to bo entQrtuined 
that considerations oi that kind rather 
than of commorcial utility havo oporat- 
ed as incentives to tho acquisition, wo 
may safely roly that the commorcial 
principlo will triumph in tho ond, and 
that out of tbo facilities to bo gained 
by an ample supply of coal for tbo 
stoam traffic with Australia, California, 
China and Japan, advantages will bo 
realized for the world by the sido of 
which any results of narrow antagon-

The Question ol Jurisdiction or our 
Courts. 

Shortly after tho union of tbo Colo« 
nies a circular was sont to various 
Court offioials informing thorn that 
thoir oflicos were done away with by 
tho Aot of Union, and, amongeC others, 
a documont of tho sort alluded to waB 
forwardod to our Chief Justico, and 
about tho samo timo, a commission in 
his favor as Judge of British Columbia. 
Mr Noodham differed in opinion with 
Governor Soymour as to his office ot 
Chief Justico of this Island having 
boon abolished, and tho matter waB 
thereafter referred to tho Soorotary of 
tho Culonios, who, it appears, tcok tho 
opinion of tho Law Officers of tho 
Crown in England, and in a dispatch 
to Governor Soymour — rooeived by 
tho latlor several months ago — tho 
Duko of Buckingham backs up tho 
opinion of Mr Noodham and expressly 
states that his stains as Chief Justico 
of this Island remains intaut notwith- 
standing tho Union of tho Coloniee. 
Wo should liko to know why thiB dis" 
patch has never yet been made public? 
A document of this description is pub- 
lic property, and was novor intondod 
for tho solo uso of tho Govornor. 
Questions havo arison in tho Courts as 
to thoir jurisdiction, and woro tho 
public aware of tho decision (whioh 
thoy would gather from tho dispatch 
loforrod to) it would boa groat bonofit. 
Docs the non-prodiution of this dis- 
patch ariso from carelessness on tho 
part of tho Governor ? Thon tho 
soonor ho is awakened to a souso of 
his duty tho bettor. But if it bo kept 
back bocauso tho contents do not 
happen to support tho views of " our 
excellent Govornor," then his courso 
is highly reprehensible and stops 
should bo takon by Mr Noodham to 
bring his impropor oonduct to tho 
notico of tho Colonial Office. Tho 
frionds of Mr Seymour boast that bo 
has too much inflaouco "at Court" to 
bo disturbed; but let a propor ropro« 
sentation of his romissnoss in this 
and other rospects bo made to tho 
proper officer, and ovon "Court influi 
once " will not savo hirn.

Tlio Salzburg Iiitervicw.—Oircular of 
tho French Government.

The Marquis do Mousticr, Trench 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, lia3 ad- 
dressed a circular, dated the 25th of 
August, to tho diplomatic agents of 
France abroad, on the subject of the 
meeting of tlio Emperor Napoleon with 
tho Emperor Francis Joseph at Salzburg. 
The circular says : — 

"Tn going to Salzburg tho Emperor 
and Empress wero guided by a sentiment 
which public opinion could not mistake, 
and 1 should refrain from writing to yon 
now of the interview between the two 
Sovereigns, liiul it not formed the subject 
of interpretations which tend to distort 
the character it possessed. Tho journey 
of their Majesties wus solely dictated by 
the idea of bearing an affectionate testi- 
mony of sympathy to tbo Imperial family 
of Austria, so cruelly ulllietud by a re- 
cent misfortune. Certainly the heads of 
two great empires could not he together 
in confiding intimacy for several days 
without mutually communicating to 
ono another their impressions, and ex- 
changing ideas on questions of geuoral 
interest. But neither thoir ohject nor 
the result of their interview was the for- 
mation of conbinations, which there is 
nothing in the present state of Europe to 
justify. You remember the language of 
the Government of the Emperor each 
timo that it has hud occasion to explain 
itself respecting the state of things created 
by the military events of last summer. 
Our attitude was defined first in tlio cir. 
cular of the 10th of September last; 
atrain later by the language of his Muje.a-< 
ty the Emperor at tho opening of the 
Senate and Legislative Bndy ; and lastly 
by the speeches of the Minister of Stato 
during the Parliamentary debates of last 
session. We havo not ceased to show 
ourselves in all our actions faithful to the 
intentions which we havo from tho first 
manifested in presence of the changes that 
have taken place in Germany. At a 
recent conjuncture wo have seen tho 
Cabinets of Europe do justico to tbo 
straightforwardness of our policy, and 
lend their concurrence to our ideas of 
pacification. What then occurred is a 
guarantee for tho support which, in case 
of need, ideas of moderation would airaiu 
receive from them. Tho interviews of the 
Emperor Napoleon with the Emperor 
Francis Joseph could therefore not have the 
character attributed to them by certain 
journalists. Long before meeting at Salz 
burg, the two Sovereigns had both 
attested, by their acts, and by tho pacific 
sentiments which guide them, that their 
Governments, united, could not form auy 
other design than t hat of persevering in 
the same lino of conduct as hitherto. 
Their conversation upon general affairs 
were limited to this assurance, which was 
mutally given. Thus, far from consider 
ing the Salzburg interview as a subject 
for preoccupation and anxiety to other 
Courts, wo should seo in it only a fresh 
motive for confidence In tiie preservation 
of pence. I desire to let you know my 
opinion upon publications of which tbo 
object is to create a contrary impression. 
You may adopt those considerations in 
order to correct tho erroneous views on 
the subject which may prevail around you. 
(Signed) " MoWBTIKB."

The (ireat Tornado, 

New Yohk, Nov. 21 — Porto Rico 
papers give full particulars of tlio late 
great storm in the West Indies. The 
previous reports are almost fully sustained. 
On tho Island of Tortola the destruction 
was lamentable. Not a single houso was 
left standing, and hundreds of lives are 
lost. Tho same is truo of tho Island of 
Vioqnez. At St. Thomas I he damage 
was very great. 

Europe. 

London, Nov. 19 — Parliament opened 
to-day. The Queen was not present. 
The speech was read by a Royal commis- 
sion. She says she had no alternative but 
to send an expedition to Abyssinia nnd 
asks an appropriation for the expenditure. 
Sho hopes Napoleon will withdraw his 
troops from Italy to ovoid unfriendly re- 
lations with Victor Emmanuel. She re- 
fers to the Fenian disturbances, and con- 
cludes with the promise that Government 
will introduce a reform bill for Scotland 
and Ireland. 

Tho Times praises Napoleon's speech, 
and regards it as much more liberal, 
peaceful and scnsiblo than any previous 
ouo. 

The Queen's speech in Parliament and 
Napoleon's pacific address have had a 
tranquilizing effect on Europe and re- 
stored confuleuco in the principal political 
aud fuiancial centres. 

Manchester, Nov. 19 — Government 
is concentrating a strong force of military 
to prcTent an outbreak or attempt to 
rescue condemned prisoners. 

Paris, Nov. 19— It is reported that 
Minister Dix has proposed to the Emperor 
that the United States be represented in 
the coming genore.l conference. The Era. 
poror approved of the proposition. 

London, Nov. 10 — In the House of 
Commons, Lord Stanley said England had 
been invited to join a general European 
conference, bnt refused unless a distinct 
plan of action was proposed. Ho thought 
participation in such n congress would 
only add to the responsibilities of England 
without doing any good. Nearly all the 
members who spoke to-night condemned 
the course of Franco in sending a military 
expedition to Italy. 

Paths, Not. 19 — Tho Pontifical troops 
aro actively engaged in fortifying tho ap- 
proaches to Rome and building substantial 
works of defence. 

Florence, Nov. 19 — The speech of 
Napoleon had a good effect on the Ital- 
ians. Thoy believe tho words of the Em- 
peror imply ultimato gratification of tho 
wishes of Italy. 

London, August 20 — Despatches from 
Florence say the Italian Parliament will 
open on Docomber 5th. Ratazzi is certain 
to bo mado President of tho popular 
branch of Parliament. It is said Mona- 
brea tins issued another nolo wherein the 
action of France in invading the Papal 
States is severely denounced. 

SAFETY Or DM, LIVINGSTONE. 

London, Nov. 22 — Despatches aro re- 
ceived announcing the gratifying intelli- 
gence of tho safety of Dr Livingstone 
Tho doctor was known to bo safe and well

The following is an extract from a pri- 
vate letter : — "All this past week we 
have had very stormy and peculiar 
weathor, so much so, that on Wednesday, 

the '-28tb, B came and asked me to 

run up to A -'a room, where they had 

both beheld approaching ono of thoiio sin 

gulur phenomena — a waterspout. A 's 

room, you know, is like an observatory 
from its wonderfully fine situation, and from 
its commanding so vast an expanse of 
sky, sea and land as it does.
